Passing’ Events 


Second only to the’ perverted view 
held by a vast majority of people that 
the chief aim in life is the amassing 
of money and the enjoyment of those 
flecting— pleasure and lfixuries Which 
money can procure, is the gullibility 
of the public in snatching at get-rich- 
quick schemes which unscrupulous 
but clever. promoters and swindlers 
dangle before the people. The idea 
that there is something fine and noble 
in work itself, in worthy ambitions 
realized, in service well rendered, and 
that a monetary reward is not the 
be-all and erid-all of existence appears 
to be fast dying out, and a person’s 
success or failure in life has come to 
be measured by the standard of his 
success in amassing money. It is a 
false standard and an unsatisfactory 
one. The truly successful men and 
women are those who can point with 
conscious pride to some real achieve- 
ment benefiting themselves and their 
fellow men. - 

The desire to get monty. not hon- 
estly earncd—which can only be gain- 
ed by one individual through the loss 
by some other individual—and to get 
it quickly and without effort is the 
bait used or every trap-set for the 
unwary, and for every one who does 
obtain wealth in this ill-gotten way 
there are hundreds of victims who 
lose. The latest example_is afforded 
by the operations of a man named 
Ponzi, at Boston, who promised to 
pay 50 percent profit in ninety days 
on moneys invested with him» Thou- 
sands” of people entrusted him with 
their money. to a total of many mil- 
lions of dollars. Now he is bankrupt 
and in prison, while his victims are 
sadder, but it is doubtful if they are 
wiser. The only safe road to wealth 
is along the cultivation and practice 
of habits of industry, frugality, per- 
severance and care. And-even this 
road may not lead to the desired hav- 
en. But if it does not, there need be 
no regrets for travelling along such a 
road a person will at least have the 
satisfaction of accomplishing some- 
thing, and leaving the world better 
than he found it. 


Indications as to the relative de- 
gree of activity prevailing in business 
circles in Eastern and Western Can- 
ada are shown by various statistical 
tables for the month of July last, and 
these reveal the fact that, while de- 
velopment in the East is only about 
holding its own with last year, in the 
West very marked strides forward 
are being made, Building permits 
issued in July in 26 Eastern cities 
totalled $7,242,536 as compared with 
$6,919,444 in July, 1919, an increase of 


only $271,495, whereas in fourteen 
Western cities permits issued amount- 
éd to $5,098,650 as compared with 
| $1,726,595 a year ago, or an increase 
of $3,372,055. 

Several large Eastern manufactur- 
ing concerns have shut down portions 
of their plants temporarily, or have 
reduced their staffs, thus throwing a 
considerable number of men out of 
employment, one firm alone, which 
has run three shifts of workers for 
the past nine years, cutting the num- 
ber to two and releasing 600 men 
from employment. 

On the other hand, the annual in- 
flux of harvest hands into the West 
has brought thousands of young men 
here, and the banks are anticipating 
the need of generous assistance from 
the federal government in the task of 
financing the marketing and transpor- 
tation of the 1920 grain crop which 
promises to be the best for some 
years past, 


In this column’ some {weeks ago 
the advice was tendered to all who 
could possibly do so to buy their 
winter’s supply of coal and get it in 
storage during the sunffmer months 
before the grain crop began pouring 
into the elevators for transportation 
to the lake ports. Those who follow- 
ed this advice will unquestionably be 
glad of it, not only. because they are 
assured of an adequate “fuel supply in 
the face of a probable Shortage, but 
because of the money they will have 
saved thereby as it now seems almost 
a certainty) that there will be a de- 
cided increase in freight rates and a 
consequent substantial jump in the 
price of coal.

A new type of hydre-airplane, op- 
erated by three helices, has been com- 
pleted and will be marketed soon by 
Jean Latham, son of Hubert Latham, 
who two years before the war met his 
death while himting in the Congo.

St. Louis, Mo—A plea for an in- 
ternational tribunal of justice to se- 
cure world order, freedom and peace, 
was made by Viscount Cave in an 
address before the convention of the 
American Bat association. 

“Itis surely time,” the Viscount 
said, “that all the civilized nations 
should combine to sect up a court of 
international law. There can be no 
effective international Jaw until there 
is s0me standing tribunal composed 
of men of outstanding ability who 
have the confidence of the civilized 
world and are authorized on the ap- 
plication of any nation aggrieved to 
interpret and: administer the law. 

“I hope that I am not too sanguine 
in believing that the foundation of 
such a tribunal were well and truly 
laid, on the first day of July last. I 
am in no way concerned today with 
a qucstion. which as I gather, is not 
at this moment in perfect Itrmony— 
but I mean the League of Nations. 
Let there be~no mistake, this will 
come into effect and international law 
will elucidate it.”

SOVIET ARMIES 
“NOW COMPLETE 


POLES TAKE 80,000 PRISONERS

Great Quantity of Guns and Ammu- 
nition Fall into Hands of 
The Poles 

Paris.—The destruction of the Bol- 
shevik armics now may be considered 
complete, according to advices receiv- 
ed here. Of the host which swept 
down on Warsaw, nothing is left but 
30,000 fugutives. The Poles have tak- 
en 80,000 prisoners thus far, but what 
is more ifmportant they have captured 
great quantitics of guns and mater- 
ials. z 


During the past three days there 
has been heavy fighting in the mar- 
shy valleys of the Narew between 
Ostrolenka and Lomza, where the 
Reds sought. to break through in the 
direction of BialystoR™ The losses 
have been heavy on both sides. On 
August 23 the Poles carried all. the 
passages of the river. The Prussian 
frontier as far as Myszyniec is now 
occupied by the Poles. All the Red 
troops west of the line of Ostrolenka- 
Myszyniec have been captured. The 
exact number of cannon abandoned 
is not yet known. Detachments of 
cavalry and infantry which escaped 
proceeded northward, along the line 
of the lakes and marshes between th 
fortresses of Ossowiec and Grodno. 

Profiting by the re-grouping of the 
Polish army, the Reds again invaded 
Galicia. General Budenny made a 
dash for Lemberg but has been de- 
feated and is in flight. Another de- 
tachment crossed the Dneiper and 
occupied Stryie. This detachment 
sought to destroy the Boryilav oil 
wells, but was driven off by local 
workmen. In the region of Cholm, 
a Bolsheviki attack was repelled by 
troops occupied to the right of the 
Bug.

To stand in the midst of a single 
field of wheat and see nothing but 
wheat as far as the eye can see, to 


sec dozens of binders tearing through 
the greatest single stand of grain ever 
seen in the west, is the experience of 
anyone who visits the Cameron ranch 
of the Noble Foundation, 20 miles 
north-east of Lethbridge, Alberta, 
while cutting is in progress on 
9,000 acre wheat field. 

Three years ago this immense field 
of grain was bald virgin prairie, now 
it is yielding up its first big harves’ 
of wheat at an average of betwec., 
> and 30 bushels to the acre over the 
whole area. C. S. Noble, who heads 
what is known as the largest grain 
farming company in the world, start- 
ed years ago with half a section of 
land—320 acres, Today his holdings 
total 33,000 acres on all his farms, and 
he has a clear title to every acre of 
this. Of this area he has 28,689 acres’ 
cultivated, 712 are unbroken and 3,680 
are used for grazing purposes. This 
year he has 18,287 acres in crop in 
all grains. Of this, there is 12,310 in 
wheat, 2,290 in oats, 3,517 in rye and 
70 in flax. He has shown his faith 
in winter grain as a means of com- 
bating soil drifting by planting a 
great deal of it. He has on one farm 
100 acres of volunteer rye which 
yields eight bushels, another field of 
1,000 acres of volunteer rye which 
ought to yield more, 70 acres of rye 
that will yield 21 buslrels, and 80

Alberta’s Telephone Service 


Rural Business Has Grown by Leaps 
And -Bounds 

Within the next three months a 
thousand new phones, will be added 
to the city telephone exchange of 
Calgary, Alberta. During the past 
six months the exchange has not been 
able to expand sufficiently to keep up 
with the increased demands of new 
subscribers. New equipment, how: 
ever, is now being installed which, 
when completed, will allow an addi- 
tional thousand instruments to be put 
into use, It however appears that 
still further extensions will have to 
be made shortly since there are now 
sufficient subscribers on the waiting 
list to absorb the greater number, if 
not all the additional telephones the 
moment they are ready for service. 

If the growth in city phones has 
been small, because of lack of equip- 
ment, the growth in rural services has 
been very large. The new directory 
for Calgary and district shows 21 
new rural toll stations opened up 
since the last directory was issued, 
and five additional rural toll stations 
west of Red Deer taken over by the 
government, 

“The rural business tras grown by 
leaps and bounds,” states the officials 
in charge of the district, “There are 
more than a score new toll stationg 
shown in the new directory and with- 
in a month there will be as many 
more ready to open. It is difficult to 
estimate what the actual increase in 
individual services is in this district, 
since the work on the various toll 
lines is not complete. The gangs aro 
working with all speed to complete 
the new lines and by fall the number 
of additiopal rural services will be 
very great.” 

The new toll offices opened in the 
Calgary district, which included from 
Red Deer south to Carmangay, aah 
Claresholm, are as follows: Patricia,

The majority of the crops this year 
are on what is known as the Camer- 
on ranch, where there are 9,000 acres 
in wheat, 2,300 acres of rye, 1,500 
acres of oats and 70 acres of flax. It 
is expected that the total acreage will 
yield 307,350 bushels of wheat, 137,- 
400 bushels of oats, and 70,340 bush- 
ele of rye, worth roughly about one 
tuillion dollars. To harvest this im- 
mense crop 60 binders are at work, 
using 240 horses in addition to the 
enorinous number of helpers required 
to carry on the necessary work. 

To save a fifteen mile haul from 
ranch to railway, Mr, Noble has es- 
tablished a unique system of convey- 
ing his wheat over the valley of the 
Little Bow River, two miles away, 
by aerial tramway to the south side, 
where another three miles will put 
the grain into the elevator he has 
purchased. 


A’ huge granary on the slope of 
the coulee at the Old Man River has 
been built with a’ capacity of 90,000 
bushels. As the grain goes into this 
it comes out at the foot in a chute 
which carries it into a huge carrier 
across the river, This. carrier has a 
capacity of one ton, The grain goes 
into a hopper on the other side from 
which chutes load it into wagons, the 
whole operation being done by grav- 
ity? 


Pasteurization of Milk 


British Columbia Man Invents New 
Machine 


A new machine for the pastcuriza- 
tion of milk hag been invented by Mr. 
John Burmitister of Vancouver, BR. C. 
It has been in operation for some 
time and excellent results have been 
obtained with the new invention, 

The first of these machines which 
was manufactured in New. Westmin- 
ster, has a capacity of two hundred 
and seventy pounds. By the use of 
a new system of hot water compart- 
ments the milk can be heated to the 
required heat for pasteurization in a 
much shorter. time than by the old 
process, Before, it took at least half 
an hour to heat the milk whereas the 
new machine will do the work in 12 
minutes, 

Besides being used for the pasteur- 
ization of-milk, this machine may also 
be used in ice cream factories for 
mixing and cooling purposes, and in 
creameries as a cream ripener. 

Mr. Burmeister is at present work- 
ing on another inyention, which will 
be of great benefit to dairymen, And 
within a short time he expects to con- 
struct a machine which will wash 
milk cans, both inside and out, and 
sterilize and rinse them, all in one 
operation, There is no machine at 
present which will do this, but Mr. 
Budmeister believes that his second 
invention will prove just as success- 
ful as his pasteurizer, which was the 
finest thing he ever invented. 


Canadian Coal For Europe 
A ship recently left British Colum- 
bia.for Sweden with 4,500 tons of coal 
and it is expected that, owing to the 
embargo on Atlantic ports, there will 
be further large shipments from the 
Pacific if bottoms can be secured. 
The Canadian Collieri+s at Nanaimo, 
B. C, which shipped this coal, are in 
a position to export Jarg: quantities 
and, with the prices obtainable in 
Europe, will likely do so. At present 
prices 6f coal in British Columbia are 
lower than anywhere in the world, it

The farm family, because of its 
comparative remoteness from the tur- 
moil and distractions of the city, has 
wonderful opportunities to make a 
real home.

Experiments in 
Swine Feeding 


Self-Feeder Provés More Economical 
Than Trough Method 


Experimental work with swine has 
been underway on the Scott Section 
for three years, The list of experi- 
ments includes a comparison of the 
methods of housing, comparison of 
feeds and methods of feeding and 
determining the value of pasture. 

One of the first points noted in 
examining the data collected_is that 
swine raising and feeding has proven 
profitable during this period, notwith- 
Standing the high cost of feed and 
labor, Out of all the experiments 
tried out only one has shown a dir- 
ect loss and this was due’to poor 
ventilation in the building in which 
the hogs were housed and consequent 
illness, 

The information secured indicates 
that profitable gains can be secured 
by use of the self-feeder, In most of 
the experiments the self-feeder has 
resulted in more economical gains 
than the trough method. The con- 
clusion reached is that~ where the 
feeder is an expert in his business he 
can secure equal gains to the self- 
feeder method, but, where the feeder 
is not well versed in the art of feed- 
ing then the self-feeder method per- 
mits the hogs to use sufficient quan- 
tities of feed to permit. vigorous 
growth. 

The matter of pasture far swine is 
a debatable one. It is possible that 
very young pigs will make more 
rapid gains if green feed is cut and 
fed them than if they have the run 
of a large pasture, On the other 
hand, the cost of maintaining brood 
sows can be substantially decreased 
by the use of pasture. 

A comparison of wintering swine 
in a large central building with that 
of having the swine in small port- 
able cabins has shown the small 
cabin, to be the most profitable since 
it is an exception to have stiffened 
or theumatit pigs in the small cabins 
while in a large céntral piggery this 
frequently occurs. Brood sows that 
have wintered in portable cabins 
some distance from the feeding 
trough have always produced good 
strong vigorous litters, : 

A point that has shown up particu- 
larly during the last few years is the 
intportance of having grain of good 
quality for feeding. This is more im- 
portant than most people realize. 
That the feed plays an important 
part was-shown by the experiment 
conducted this past. winter> when 
-barley and oats were fed in direct 
comparison with standard screenings 
and oats,, and shorts and oats. The 
feeding value of the first material 
was considerably superior to either 
of the other two. While the shorts 
and oats produced the least economi- 
cal gains. 

Owing to the high prices usually 
prevailing’ in April and May for fat 
hogs early: fall litters wintered in 
straw sheds or in portable cabins 
have in the two winters they have 
been tested out given profitable re- 
turns, These pigs were raised unde: 
conditions similar to those existing 
on the average farm, that is no milk 
was available and the feed consisted 
of-water and grain, with oat sheaves 
for roughage, and when available 
roots were given. While the pigs 
usually did not make very sapid gains 
during the extremely cold weather 
they filled out rapidly once the warm 
spring weather set in, and a couple 
of weeks of the self-feeder resulted 
in wonderfully rapid gains. 

In conclusion it might be pointed 
out that swine raising, like all other 
lines of business, must be consistently 
and carefully conducted. Much of the 
loss from this branch of farming in 
the past has been due to farmers and 
others going into the business for a 
comparatively short time and at the 
first sign of a slump in the market 
disposing of their entire stock.

Wheat Growing Shown ~

Since Pre-War Days 


The average world’s yield of wheat 
the war years 1914 to 1918 is ascer- 
tained to be 98.3 million metric tons, 
a quantity slightly-below that of the 
average five years when the average 
crop wag 100.6 nietric million tons. 
says a recent communication from 
the International Institute of Agricul: 
ture, Rome. It might appeaft from 
the respective aggregate that the war 
had not seriously affected wheat- 
growing, but in reality matters are 
quite otherwise, The official data pub- 
lished by the Institute record the pro- 
found influence of war with regard 
to cultivation alike in Europe and in 
other continents. Such attempts as 
were made by European governments 
to insure adequate crops proved. un- 
successful. In spite of all induce- 
ments offered to farmers, and of the 
many obligations imposed upon them, 
with the view of keeping up the wheat 
area, there was a decrease from 130,- 
000,000 acres in 1913 to 112,000,000 in 
1918, and from wn average of 130,- 
000,000 during 1909-13 to 114,000,000 
during 1914-18. In other words, a de- 
cline of about 10 percent. The data 
of yields indicate a decrease even 
more serious than this. 

While the aggregate yield in 1913 
was 57.5 million metric tons, the fig- 
ures show sharp decliries, to 41.3 mil- 
lion tons in 1918, while the average 
of 52,000,000 million during the five 
pre-war ~years decreases to 41.6 mil- 


Lignite Development 
In Saskatchewan 


New Company Incorporated as the 
Western Collieries, 
Linited 
-A company capitalized at $500,000, 
has been organized for the purpose 
of developing a part of the Saskatche- 
wan lignite fields in the Estevan dis- 
trict. The new company has been 
incorporated in the province as the 
Western Collieries, Ltd., and arrange- 
ments already have been made for 

the commencement of operations. 

The company has secured.an area 
of 630 acres at Roche Percee, nine 
miles southeast of Estevan. The ad- 
dition to its coal mining operations at 
that point it is proposed to establish 
a large brick pressing plant which 
will Je operated during the summer 
months and to help to keep the labor 
of the mines engaged throughout the 
entire year. 

According to government reports 
there is in this district some of the 
finest clay in the world suitable for 
brick making. The slack lignite coal 
will be utilized in the burning of these 
bricks which it is estimated will allow 
of economical production. 


Distribute Season’s Fish 


Dominion .Government Hatcheries 
Distribute Fry in Manitoba 
And B. C. Streams 

The fisheries’ branch of the depart- 
ment of marine and fisheries of the 
Dominion government announces 
that the Manitoba hatcheries have 
completed distribution of fry*for the 
season, the total liberated numbering 
226,446,850, Of these 25,353,600 were 
pickerel and the balance whitefish. 

With some few exceptions, the dis- 
tribution of fry has also been com- 
pleted in British Columbia. In that 
province, 114,479,487 fry have been 
liberated, chiefly of the various spec- 
ies of salmon, There were also ap- 
proximately 740,000 of Kermerley's 
salmon fry distributed within British 
Columbia,

45,000,000 to 53,000,000, and Australia 
from 7,000,000 to 10,000,000, with a 
corresponding increase in the average 
yields; Those of North America sur- 
pass the pre-war figures by 5,000,000 
metric tons; in S@uth America the 
increase was 500,000 tons, in Asia 2,- 
000,000, in Australia 500,000 tons. Nat- 
ural causes, such as climate and sur- 
roundings, combin¢d to prevent Afri- 
ca from following these examples, but 
the yields in that continent remained 
at pre-war level. 


We may summarize by remarking 
that the decrease in average Europ- 
ean yields during the war period is 
about 10,000,000 tons, but is almost 
balanced by an average inerease of 
8,000,000 tons in other counties, and 
that the net annual deficiency was 


therefore no more than 2,000,000 tons’ 


a quantity which is in practice inap- 
preciable-—Toronto Globe.
